As we noted in our letter dated July 31, 2019, we are proeessing your request for material under 
the Freedom of Information Act (the “FOIA”), 5 U.S.C. § 552. The Department completed the 
review of over 5,000 pages of potentially responsive records, and has identified 146 additional 
documents responsive to your request. Upon review, we have determined 8 may be released in 
full, 82 documents may be released in part, and 56 documents must be withheld in full pursuant to 
FOIA Exemptions 1, 4, 5 and 6, 5 U.S.C. §§ 552(b)(1), (b)(4), (b)(5) and (b)(6). 

An enclosure explains the FOIA exemptions and other grounds for withholding material. Where 
we have made excisions, the applicable FOIA exemptions are marked on each document. In some 
cases, two or more exemptions may apply to the same document. All non-exempt material that is 
reasonably segregable from the exempt material has been released, and is enclosed.

Indonesia: Khashoggi Investigation Looms Over Saudi Foreign Minister's 
Visit 


1 . (SBt?) Summary: Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister Ahmed Al-Jubeir reviewed bilateral 
relations, explored avenues for enhanced cooperation, and addressed the murder of journalist 
Jamal Khashoggi when he met with Indonesian President Joko (“Jokowi”) Widodo and 
Indonesian Foreign Minister Retno Marsudi in Jakarta on October 22-23. In talks with Al- 
Jubeir, Jokowi and Marsudi both called on the Saudi Arabian government to conduct a thorough 
investigation of Khashoggi’s death while seeking enhanced bilateral engagement in a variety of 
areas, including deeper economic ties. Al-Jubeir offered assurances that the Saudi government 
sought a complete investigation of the Khashoggi incident. Al-Jubeir promoted stronger 
relations with Indonesia and stated that the two countries are bonded by a shared faith in 
national sovereignty and the rule of law. End Summary.

Jokowi Receives Foreign Minister Al-Jubeir in Bogor 

3. (SBtt) Marsudi told reporters on October 22 that Jokowi had received Al-Jubeir that day at 
the Presidential Palace in Bogor. During the meeting, according to Marsudi, Jokowi “expressed 
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concern” over the Khashoggi case and called for a “transparent and thorough” investigation of 
Khashoggi’s alleged murder - appeals that Marsudi herself reiterated in her October 22 press 
statements. Widodo also asked for strengthened bilateral economic cooperation and better 
protection for Indonesian migrant workers in Saudi Arabia. Marsudi declined to publicly 
provide details of an explanation of the killing that Al-Jubeir reportedly conveyed to Jokowi 
before his departure for Indonesia. 

Khashoggi Case Leads Bilateral Talks 

4. tSBU)* Marsudi’s meeting with Al-Jubeir on October 23, held as part of the first Saudi- 
Indonesian Joint Ministerial Committee, was a comprehensive review of the bilateral 
relationship, resulting in pledges to strengthen bilateral economic ties, foreign worker 
protection, and cooperation on CT. However, according to statements the pair made in a 
subsequent joint press briefing, the Khashoggi case was the first topic they addressed. Marsudi 
said she had extended Indonesia’s “deepest condolences” to Khashoggi’s family and again 
echoed Jokowi’s appeal from the previous day for a thorough investigation of Khashoggi’s 
death. Al-Jubeir stressed that King Salman and Saudi Crown Prince Mohammed bin Salman 
were committed to “thorough and complete” investigations and to holding those responsible “to 
account.” He added that “procedures and mechanisms” would be established to ensure that such 
an incident did not occur again. 

Seeking Stronger Economic Ties 

5. (SBU) -During their meeting, both ministers agreed the two countries could strengthen their 
economic partnership by increasing trade and investment. According to Marsudi, although 
bilateral trade and investment has increased, many economic agreements — including upending 
proposal for a Saudi investment in PT Pertamina, Indonesia’s state-owned oil and natural gas 
corporation, worth $6 billion — were not yet fully implemented. Marsudi also raised expanded 
access to Saudi Arabia’s market for Indonesian medical and health equipment and revised 
procedures for sending Indonesian health care workers to Saudi Arabia as additional areas for 
improved economic relations. Marsudi also raised compensation payments for victims of a 
2015 crane accident in Mecca. [Note: Twelve Indonesian hajj pilgrims died and 42 were 
injured in the construction crane accident. Compensation by the Saudi Bin Laden company was 
promised but not yet provided. End Note.] 

Indonesia Welcomes Saudi Progress on Foreign Worker Protections 

6. - (SBU )"Marsudi reiterated GOI interest in foreign worker protection in Saudi Arabia, which 
Jokowi raised with Al-Jubeir the day prior. She welcomed a Saudi government commitment to 
improve protection for the more than 600,000 Indonesian citizens living and working in Saudi 
Arabia. Marsudi called on her Saudi counterpart to strengthen cooperation on consular 
notification based on the Vienna Conventions so that the Indonesian government would be 
better able to serve Indonesian citizens facing legal problems in Saudi Arabia. She also stated 
that Indonesian diplomatic missions in Saudi Arabia should be informed when an Indonesian 
citizen is sentenced to capital punishment. According to Marsudi, Al-Jubeir also discussed with 
Jokowi on October 22 steps Saudi Arabia has taken to introduce minimum wage laws to 
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improve migrant workers’ security. 

Commitmeiits on Counter-Terrorism Cooperation 

7. (SBU) According to Marsudi, Indonesia’s National Counterterrorism Agency (BNPT) and the 
Presidency of State Security of Saudi Arabia are committed to intensifying cooperation to 
combat radicalism and terrorism through information sharing, training, and capacity building. 
The agreement would boost CT collaboration including joint training and intelligence sharing. 
She added that BNPT is preparing a draft memorandum of understanding to strengthen the legal 
basis for increased cooperation with Saudi authorities. 

Indonesian Public Reacts to Khashoggi’s Death 

8. tC)"Indonesian civil society organizations and media outlets had varied reactions to 
Khashoggi’s murder. On October 21, Indonesia’s Alliance of Independent Journalists called on 

the international com munity to monitor the legal process surrounding the investigation of _ 

Khashog:gi’s murder. 


IA Saudi media report 

claimed that, during the Foreign Minister’s visit, DDII issued a public statement that, per the 
media’s paraphrasing, “strongly denounced the recent misleading media campaign against the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia,” and “declared solidarity with the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia in 
confronting several allegations and threats.” As of mid-day on October 24, the largest Islamic 
groups, Nahdlatul Ulama and Muhammadiyah, have not commented publicly on the visit. On 
October 24, the influential Indonesian-language newspaper Kompas wrote in an editorial that 
Khashoggi’s death placed Saudi Arabia “in a difficult position” as Crown Prince Mohammed 
Bin Salman sought to turn Saudi Arabia into a more “open economy” and “moderate society.”

Saudi Press Reaction Factual, Light on Detail; Most Social Media Postings Supportive of Govt 

6. (U) Saudi Press Agency (SPA) announced January 3 that an initial hearing had been held in 
the case of the 11 individuals indicted for the murder of journalist Jamal Khashoggi. This 
hearing had not been publicly announced prior to the SPA statement, which did not name the 
individuals under indictment. The announcement noted the Public Prosecutor was seeking 
capital punishment for five of the defendants. It also stated the defendants had requested a 
copy of the indictment and time to study it prior to the next hearing and that the request had 
been granted. The SPA statement said the Public Prosecutor was continuing to investigate the 
case and had sought evidence related to the case from Turkish authorities but had not 
received a response to multiple requests. 

7. -(SDIJ^audi news outlets including Sabq, Makkah, Asharq al-Awsat, Okaz, Akhbaar 24, al- 

Mowaten and Saudi news channels Including Al-Arabiya, Al-Ekhbariya, and Saudi TV reported 
on the statement almost immediately. The Ministry of Foreign Affairs also posted on Twitter a 
screenshot of the statement from the Public Prosecutor's Office. Early reporting borrowed 
heavily from the SPA language and featured no editorial comment on the events. Under the 
hashtag# (public prosecution), Twitter users started to share the news about the 

trial almost immediately. Initial reactions were largely supportive of the Saudi government, 
lauding the judiciary for seeking justice and emphasizing that there was nothing to hide. Some 
tweets featured criticisms of Turkey and Qatar. Prominent opposition accounts also tweeted 
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about the story, including (Shureyaksa (508K followers) who tweeted "the question remains: 
where is Jamal Khashoggi's body, criminals?"

7. (U) Qatari social media users launched a hashtag to urge the Amir not to attend the GCC 
summit, saying that the Saudi regime cannot be trusted, with some referring directly to 
Khashoggi’s murder and that the Qatari people would not forget what the Quartet countries have 
done to them. Deputy Head of the Central Municipal Council Hamdan al-Muhannadi, for 
example, tweeted that “whether the GCC summit convenes and regardless of the level of 
representation, nothing will change the reality that the GCC after the blockade is not the same. 
This council actually ended on June 5, 2017. The time of complements (sic) has gone. This is 
the time of interests and interests alone. It is a matter of relations between states in which the 
size of the state does not matter.” In another tweet, he said “It is unprecedented that a country 
blocks another country then invites it for a summit, which proves that the blockade was wrong 
and was built on the wrong causes.” Similarly, prominent Qatari Twitter user “Al-Muta’alliq” 
opined that the objective of the GCC summit was to polish the reputation of Saudi Arabia and 
show that Saudi Arabia enjoys the support of Gulf states despite what it did in Yemen, its 
blockade of Qatar, and its assassination of Khashoggi.” 
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7 . (C) C oalition partner Lega, however, continues to advocate in favor of the 
Italian defense industry. Although the Saudi market has declined in importance, 
Italian MFA Under Secretary Guglielmo Picchi {Lega) has publicly warned a halt 
in arms sales could hurt the economy and jobs. After a bilateral meeting with 
Saudi Crown Prince Mohammed bin Salman at the G-20 Summit on December 1, 
PM Conte told the press he hoped for a “rapid and just” process to “bring the 
guilty to justice” and offered the Saudi Prince the services of an Italian expert to 
assist with the Khashoggi investigation.

Russian media has been rife with speculation since the U.S. announcement. Some experts 


questioned whether the Syria withdrawal announcement was credible, pointing to former President 
Obama's promise to quit Afghanistan, while others believed coalition operations in Syria would 
continue, supported by U.S. airpower based in Iraq. Many speculated about U.S. discussions with 
Turkey, going so far as to suggest the U.S. decision was reached following a deal with Ankara on sharing 
Syria's oil riches, or that Turkey would fight ISIS in exchange for a free hand with the Kurds, or that 
Turkey had blackmailed the United States by threatening to leak a video of Saudi Arabian journalist 
Jamal Khashoggi's killing. Others theorized that the U.S. Government felt Syria was "lost," or that the 
United States calculated that staying in Syria alongside Russia amounted to a tacit recognition of a new, 
multipolar world order.

SUMMARY: As requested by Congress, the Secretary of State submits this supplemental 
annex regarding the Administration’s efforts to promote accountability of Saudi persons 
involved in the murder of Jamal Khashoggi through use of various sanctions authorities, 
including Executive Order 13818, which implements and builds upon the Global 
Magnitsky Human Rights Accountability Act. 

(U) Backgronnd: 

(U) The United States was the first nation to take significant action to promote accountability for 
Saudi persons involved in the murder of Jamal Khashoggi. On October 23, 2018, the Secretary 
of State announced that the Administration had identified individuals connected to Saudi 
intelligence services, the royal court, the foreign ministry, and other ministries who are suspected 
of involvement in Khashoggi’s killing, and that the Department had revoked their visas and 
entered visa lookouts. 


(U) On November 15, the Secretary of the Treasury, in consultation with the Secretary of State, 
designated 17 Saudi individuals under Executive Order 13818, which builds on and implements 
the Global Magnitsky Human Rights Accountability Act, for being responsible for or complicit 
in, or having directly or indirectly engaged in, serious human rights abuse related to the murder 
of Khashoggi.

« The transparent statement issued by the Saudi prosecutor on 15 November 2018 
eoncerning the ongoing investigations carried out by the Public Prosecutor’s Office with 
21 detainees in the case, chargeswere brought against 11 of them and they are subject to 
eriminai proceedings. And the referral of the case to the court with the continuation of 
invcsligations with the rest of the detainees to reach the reality of their status and roles and 
the iraplementaiion of legitimate penalties owed to them. 

Aecordingly, the Arab Parliament considers the US Senate Resolution a blatant interference 
in Saudi Arabia's internal affairs, undernitnes the internatiGnal law and contradicts with the 
UN General Assembly Resolutions, including the Resolution (2131) of 21 December 1965 
on the Inadmissibility of Intervention in the Domestic Affairs of States and the Protection of

Background 

(SBU) On December 13, 2018, the Senate passed a non-binding resolution stating that it 
“believes Crown Prince Mohammed bin Salman is responsible for the murder of Jamal 
Khashoggi” and calling upon Saudi Arabia to “ensure appropriate accountability for all those 
responsible” for Khashoggi’s October 2, 2018, killing. On December 17, 2018, the Saudi MFA 
released a public statement noting that the Kingdom “rejects the position expressed recently by 
the U.S. Senate, which was based on unsubstantiated claims and allegations and which contained 
blatant interferences in the Kingdom’s internal affairs....” Later that day. Dr. Al-Sulami penned 
a similar public statement. His December 20, 2018, letter to you is a more detailed version of 
this statement.

1. (SDU) Responding to Khashoggi-related Global Magnitsky Congressional 

Correspondence: On February 8, the Secretary sent a response letter to the Chairs and 
Ranking Members of the SFRC and HFAC, highlighting the November 15 Treasury 
Department designation of 17 Saudi individuals under the Global Magnitsky program for 
their involvement in the killing of Khashoggi. In reply, the Department received letters 
from Menendez (D-NJ), Risch (R-ID)/SFRC Majority, and a multi-signer letter from 
Menendez, Leahy (D-VT), and the SFRC Minority on February 14. Senator Menendez 
claimed the Secretary’s letter “fails to comply with existing federal law,” and requested a 
large number of internal documents related to case. Senator Risch’s letter asked that the 
Secretary update Congress as to the President’s determination “with respect to any 
foreign person responsible for the Kfiashoggi murder.” _
